Mr. Eddy of Ore 
gon offered resolutions Unit tbe Improve- 
ments on the waterways of tlie wee 
should 1m pushed, to completion, also 
that the passage of the Wilson bill b 
defeated and that the repeal of the Slier 
man law was a commercial necessity to 
the nation. McGilvray of Washingtoi 
rum! a resolution favoring river and bar 
lior improvement. These were referred 
without discussion, as also were resolu- 
tions by Esteu of California, calling for 
the cdUBlruction of tlie Nicaragua canal, 


the ceding of ttrid lands Lo etates and 
territories, by Wilson of Arizona favor- 
ing government action regarding irriga- 
tion, by Grimes of Colorado of Tike im- 
port, by a Missouri delegate favoring the 
improvement of the MigaisBippi river, by 
nn Arizona delegate demanding immedi- 
ate remoniti/ation of silver at a ratio of 
Ifi to 1. Seven other delegates intro- 
duced like resolutions, all of which were 
m-eived with elicers; by Warren 01 
Washington in relation to arid lands, 
by Pinch of Idaho condemning the \ViI- 
E<m tariff bill, by a California delegate 
favoring the reservation from, sale of 'the 
remaining forest lands. A resolution 
was offered favoring the canal system in 
the San .Joaquin valley. President Mu- 
Connell offered a rusofution favoring the 
donation to stutea and territories of all 
alternate sections of land reclaimed by 
irrigation and favoring silver, llcsolu- 
tions 
were 
offered 
by

fimiin delegation favoring the speedy 
completion 
of the Nicaragua canal 


and urging tlu> passage of tlie Caminetli 
hill by the national congress, and tu im- 
prove tho navigable streams of Califor- 
nia. Ilesolutionfl wore rend and referred, 
that the government maintain tin irri- 
gation station at some point in the arid 
region to test artesian well buring, etc. ; 
favoring coast ilefen^es on Pugot Kound. 
A resolution was passed Unit the after- 
noon and evening Missions today be de- 
voti'd Id the hearing of addresses, also 
that the committee <>n permanent or- 
ganization report lit tomorrow morning's 
session. The president and secretary of 
the congress were added to tlie commit- 
tee on organization. 


Tlie afternoon session was held at 


Festival hall on the Midwinter Fair 
grounds, where tho other attractions 
were evidently too strong, for the at- 
tendance at the convention was small. 
The session waa taken up with a. free 
silver speech by Alexander Majors, a 
pioni'cr of Colorado, who made an cur- 
nest pica for the reiniineti/ution of sil- 
ver and free and unlimited coinage. At 
4 o'clock the convention adjourned until 
tomorrow morning. In the evening the

Congressional Matters. 


WASHINGTON, February 14.— The tariff 


an It-committee of the senate committee 
on finance was in conference today with 
oilier Democratic members. The cop- 
fcrena1 was devoted to the report upon 
progress made by the sub-committee on 
the tariff bill and to tho general discus- 
sion of disputed points, such as sugar, 
coal, iron ore, lead ore, income tax and 
wliiskv tax. Developments indicate 
that tho house bill will be disturbed in 
as few particulars as possible. The w;iya 
and means committee are urging Una 
course, nnd assert that if the bill is rad- 
ically changed it will bo imperilled in 
the house. While none of the import- 
ant questions in dispute decides beyond 
irrevocable change, some of them navi* 
been passed upon tentatively. The de- 
cision IE to extend the bonded period on 
whiskey and increase the tax to $1.20 
per gallon, put a duty on coal, and leave 
the iron schedule as it is. The question 
of the sugar duty is still unsettled. 
'Voorhecs authorized the statement that 
the bill will be ready to be reported by 
Tuesday.

It has been long roundly, perhaps 
ignorantly, claimed thai the difference 
in wages here compared with the lower 
British wages is compensated by the 
lower cost of living; but this has no 
basis of truth, except that the lower 
scale of wages practically and brutally 
imposes 
upon 
British wage-earners 


a lower and far inferior scale of living. 
If the provisions and comforts of life 
were made equal to those of wage- 
earnera in America, the British cost 
would be found excessive and insup- 
portable. The foundation of England's 
large wealth was laid by a century of 
stringent tariff protection. British wage- 
earners, as we nil know, obtain on the 
average, but little more than one-half 
as much reward for labor as Americans 
obtain under protection. The advan- 
tages of a protective 
tariff are not 


claimed on account of its production and 
diffusion of wealth alone, but on ac- 
count of its beneficence, its educational 
and civilizing influence, its distribution 
of the comforts of life among the men 
who work, and as the strongest arm of 
national independence.

WHY THE JUROR HELD OUT. 


the Kxtraonllnary 8«jr«t Imparted to • 


Chief Justice lu KncUml. 


Tho most remarkable caeo of 11 jury 


"standing out" Against what 
Irrefutable testimony, nnd till through 
the resolution ot ono man, occurred be- 
fore Chief Justice- Dyvr many years ago. 
llo presided at a murder trial in which 
everything went against tho prisoner, 
who on his part could only say that on 
liin going to work in tho morning ho 
had found the murdered mandyingand 
tried to help him, whorebv he had be- 
come covered with blood, but when tho 
man presently died ho hud come away 
and said nothing about it, becauso ho 
was known to havo had n quarrel with 
the deceased and feared ho might get 
into trouble. 
Tho hayfork with which 


lite man had been murdered had the 
prisoner's name- on it. 
In other re- 


sneets his guilt appeared to bo clearly 
established, and tho chief justice was 
convinced of it, but the jury returned a 
verdict of "Not guilty." 


This was Chief 'Justice Dyer's case, 


and he put some very searching ques- 
tions to thu high sheriff. 
Tho uansu of 


tlio acquittal, said the official, was un- 
doubtedly tho foreman, a fanner of ox- 
L-ellent character, estormcd by all his 


i neighbors, and very unlikely to bo ob- 


1 stiu.ite or vexation*. "Then," saitl the 
judge, "I must see this foreman, for an 
explanation ot the matter 1 will have." 
Thcfomnan eame, and after extracting 
from his lordship a promise of secrecy 
proved at once that the prisoner had 
been rightly acquitted, ••for," said he, 
"it was I myself who killed the man." 


It had been no murder, for tho other 


had attacked him with tlio hayfork, and 
—its he showed—severely injured him, 
but in the struggle to get poest'fisiou of 
tho weapon ho had Hit; misfortune to 
give the- man a fatal wound. lie had no 
fcnrs as to his being found guilty of 
murder, lint, His assizes being just 
over, hia farm and aliairs would havo 
been ruined bv a confession, through 
lying in jail so long, >;o hosuffered mat- 
ters to take llieir course. 
Ho was hor- 


rified to find one of his mvn servants ac- 
cused of the murder. 
Ho supported 


his wifo and children while in jail; 
managed to be jilaced un the jury and 
elected foreman. 
He added that if lit; 


had failed in this lu; would certainly 
have coiiFL'.--sed to his own share in the 
business, and the judge believed him. 


Every year for 15 yps-rs tho judge 


made inquiries a« t.ithe foreman's exis- 
tence, and at last, happening to .survive 
him, 
he considered hiniteK free to tell 


ilio story.—London News.
